I herewith submit my eighth annual report covering the public 
schools of Bloomfield, New Jersey, for the school year 1935-1936. 


A very significant feature of the Bloomfield school system is 
stability. This is due, very largely, to the co-operative relationship 
existing among the Board of Education, the teachers and the com- 
munity. The emphasis is on the teacher and the child as the all im- 
portant factors in our educational program. Teachers have an op- 
portunity to practice their own methods independently with the 
least possible interference. 


'The objectives of our schools are as follows: (1) to so edu- 
cate our children that they may be able to get the greatest values out 
of life in later years by helping them, as far as possible, to develop 
their individual talents and abilities and at the same time overcome 
their handicaps; (2) to have them acquire a growing desire to give 
as much as possible to the lives of others, freely are they receiving 
and freely should they give; (3) to help them prepare for the kind 
of life work for which they may be adapted. Our teachers recog- 
nize that youth must be trained to be able to make adjustments and 
adapt themselves to changes which must come to them in their so- 
cial and economic life. 


А desirable inter-school spirit among the pupils is being devel- 
oped by athletics and other contests which are becoming more pop- 
ular each year. All of our elementary schools were members of 
both the basket ball and baseball leagues sponsored by the Recrea- 
tion department of our town. 


The membership in our Junior Red Cross was practically 
100%. Activities include school assemblies, visits, entertainments 
and gifts of toys and games, many of which are made by the pupils 
themselves in shops and class rooms. The Junior Red Cross pro- 
gram is adaptable to all ages of pupils and is considered as the great 
opportunity to educate children in giving and to teach them the in- 
terdependence of all. 


School costs have been absorbing an increasing portion of pub- 
lic revenue over a long period of time. There are several reasons 
for this steady increase in the cost of public education. There are 
more children remaining in school each year. Not so long ago more 
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than half of the students dropped out toward the close of the fifth 
or sixth grade. Today a very large part of the school population re- 
mains to graduate from high school. There 1$ also the need to pay 
better salaries for better trained teachers. Our teacher training in- 
stitutions now require three and four years preparation before pro- 
spective teachers are certified. We shall soon be confronted by a 
large turn-over in our teacher personnel unless we can assure our 
teachers of a living wage and more. Many of our teachers are being 
offered much better salaries elsewhere and a number have accepted 
these offers and consequently we have lost some of our best teachers 
during the past year. New subjects have been introduced in our 
curriculums, many of them more costly than the former traditional 
ones. More pupils are taking more different subjects, thereby re- 
quiring more space. More interest is manifested in our General 
Science work in the Elementary schools. 


Early in the school year there was prepared and distributed to 
all school employees a detailed set of rules and regulations pertain- 
ing to our Health program. 'This booklet met with favor and a 
large number of copies were distributed to many school districts in 
every county of the state. 


We regret to note the passing of Harry R. Koehler, a teacher 


in the high school for nearly twenty-two years, who met an untimely 
death. 


The close of the school year brought with it the retirement of 
Miss Anne M. Smith, a teacher in the high school for a period of 
twenty-four years. The high esteem in which Miss Smith was re- 
garded was evidenced by the fact that the high school faculty gave 
her a farewell party regarded as one of the outstanding events of 
the year. 


The splendid co-operation of the Board of Education, princi- 
pals, teachers and all other employees has been responsible for the 
achievements attained during the year, and to them the public owes 
a debt of gratitude.

School doors open 15 minutes before the school sessions be- 
gin and close 15 minutes after school 1$ dismissed in the afternoon. 
From December 1 to March 30, the buildings are open during the 
noon hours. 


The Superintendent of Schools may order half-day sessions 
because of weather conditions. 


Excuses for absence or tardiness must be signed by the parent 
or guardian, and state that the absence or tardiness was with the 
knowledge and approval of the signer or the equivalent. All les- 
sons may be counted zero until made up in a manner satisfactory 
to the teacher. No lesson may be made up until an excuse has been 
accepted. 


No charitable appeals may be laid before any class. 


_No person may visit any school or class to see any teacher or 
pupils upon personal business of any kind during the school hours, 


The schools are always open to the inspection of the public, 
and parents and citizens are cordially invited to visit them at any 
time. 

Teachers are to be present at school 15 minutes before school 
opens and 15 minutes after school closes, 


Teachers during the first five years of service in the Bloom- 
field school system may be allowed five days with full pay for per- 
sonal illness, After five days, deduction shall be substitute’s pay for 
a period to be determined by the Board of Education, 


From the end of the fifth year of service to the end of the 
tenth year, ten days may be allowed with full pay for personal ill- 
ness. After ten days, deduction shall be substitute’s pay for a 
period to be determined by the Board of Education, 


From the end of the tenth year of service to the end of the 
twentieth year, twenty days may be allowed each teacher with full 
pay for personal illness, After twenty days, deduction shall be sub- 
stitute's pay for a period to be determined by the Board of Edu- 
cation. 

.. From the end of the twentieth year of service, as many days 
with full pay for personal illness may be allowed as the number of 
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years the teacher has served in the Bloomfield School system. After 
that number of days allowance, deduction shall be substitute's pay 
for a period to be determined by the Board of Education. 


When death or serious illness in the immediate family of a 
teacher calls him or her away from school work, an allowance of 
from one to five days with full pay may be made. After five days, 
d shall be substitute's pay for a period not to exceed thirty 

ays. 

In case of a teacher's absence on account of a wedding in the 
immediate family, there shall be deducted the substitute's pay for a 
reasonable number of days. 


Full deduction of salary is to be made for absence for reasons 
other than personal illness or death in the immediate family. 

Full pay will be deducted for absence occurring on the day 
before or the day following any vacation period, except as provided 
for above. 

АП claims regarding absences must be presented in writing to 


the Secretary of the Board of Education within one week from date 
of the teacher's return to school, 


The compensation of substitutes is $4.00 per school day in 
Grades I to VIII, also in the Kindergarten, and $5.00 in Grades 
IX to XII. 

Principals will report in writing, monthly or oftener, failures 
of specialists or class teachers to be present upon the time set in che 
schedules and rules. 

The duties of teachers include required attendance at school, 
grade, special and general meetings, not exceeding five in any one 
month. The duties of principals and specialists include required at- 
tendance at all meetings designated by the school authorities. Teach- 
ers and principals should visit the pupils homes in the performance 
of their educational obligations to circumvent truancy, to quarantine 
cases of suspected disease, and to consult parents in their children's 
interests. 

Tuition for non-residents shall be as follows: 

High School, $120 per year. 

Grammar Grades, $50 per year. 

Primary Grades, $25 per year. 
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JANITORS 


To be in building at 7 A. M., or as much earlier as may be neces- 
sary to have the building ready for school, and to remain as 
long as there are teachers or pupils in the building, except that 
a janitor shall not be requested to remain later than six o'clock, 
and shall not leave the building before five-thirty o’clock except 
by arrangement with the principal. The lunch period of the jan- 
itor will be arranged with the principal. 


To take charge of the building during noon hour except when other- 
wise arranged with the principal. 


To leave the buildings during school hours only with consent of the 
principals. 


To sweep every room and hall every afternoon. 

To empty all waste baskets every day. 

To dust every room every morning before 8:30. 

‘To clean thoroughly every blackboard once a week. 
To clean every window inside three times each year. 
To rake the yards and keep them clean. 

'Го keep the lawns mowed. 

To clear the sidewalk immediately after snowfall. 


To fill all inkwells once a week and to clean them every fourth Sat- 
urday. 


To visit his building in the care of the heating as late at night and as 
early in the morning as is found necessary to get the rooms heat- 
ed properly before the opening of school. 


To report pupils to principals for discipline when necessary. 


'To allow no pupils in or about the buildings until 15 minutes before 
the opening of school and after school has been closed for a half 
hour, unless accompanied by teachers, except in cases of extreme 
cold or storm and except when games are being conducted on the 
basketball courts. 


To allow no loitering of pupils or others in groups about the grounds 
at any time, but to allow playing as instructed by the principal. 


In bad weather the janitors may open the doors twenty minutes ear- 
lier than the usual time. 


To make repairs at the request of principals. 


To report all needed supplies to the principals in good season. 

In addition to observing the above duties a janitor is at all times to 
consider himself under the general direction of the Principal of 
the building and the Superintendent of Schools.
